\Vbat does Cbanncey M. Depcw 
do to earn ibe $100,000 per year 
whicb the 
Vanderbilts 
pay him? 
This is the largest salary paid in 
the U nited States. 
It is twice as 
m uch as the president’s and would 
pay all of the cabinet officers with a 
very respectable balance. 
Allowing for 310 working days in 
the year, Mr. Depew is paid som e­ 
thing like $320 per day fur seven 
and a half ho urs’ work, or at the 
approxim ate rate of $30 an hour, or 
fifty cents a minute, a very pretty 
figure in the way of wages. 
T his story will show just what 
Mr. Depew, the busiest man in N'. w 
York, does in a day. 
As everyone 
knows, 
he is the 
friend of the Prince of Wales and 
of the youngest and poorest lad on 
the New York Central; he is the 
confidential man of the Vanderbilts, 
an d practically m anages their $100,- 
000,000 estate; he is president of 
the New York Central, of the Yale 
Alumni association, director in a 
dozen co rporation s, one of the offi­ 
cers of the Union I.eague club, and 
a power in the republican party of 
his stale and the country at large. 
It is usually past 7 when Mr. 
Depew begins iiis day. 
H e rises, 
shaves 
and 
dresses 
himself and 
skims the m orning j)apers, and is 
downstairs about 
8 o ’clock. 
He 
can shave and lead at the same 
time. 
He has a magnificent home 
on Fifty-fourth street, close to Fifth 
avenue. 
A broad hail runs through 
the house. On one side is the parlor, 
music room and dining room, and 
on the o the r a reception room ,which 
opens into the library. 
T he 
reception 
room 
and 
the 
parlor are both full 
of people wait­ 
ing to see him about all sorts, kinds 
and conditions of things. 
Railroad 
people from other cities, agents for 
all kinds of articles, people who 
want to travel free, and cranks of 
every description. 
Mr. Depew sees 
them all, 
and has a hearty good 
m orning for each one; then he pr o ­ 
ceeds to weed them out, and pra c ­ 
tice has m ade him 
an 
adept at 
disposing of one })erson per minute. 
T hose who rem ain are invited into 
breakfast in the handsom e dining 
room. 
Mr. Depew' breakfasts all the year 
round, i-n E urope or America, on 
one egg, one piece of toast and a 
cup of coffee. 
These 
breakfasts 
are strictly business affairs, and no 
m em ber of the family is in evidence. 
T he mem bers of 
the family— his 
late wife’s m other,tw o of her nieces 
and his only son, Chauncey M., jr., 
— have their breakfast together. 
From 9 until half-past 9 Mr. 
D e ­ 
pew spends regularly and uninter­ 
ruptedly with his boy, who has o ut­ 
grown his old pet name, “ Buster,^' 
since he has arrived at the dignity 
of 17 years. 
H e is 
tall, slender 
and handsom e, and greatly desirous 
of looking and being in all respects 
like his father, who is his hero and 
his model in everything. 
At 9 :30 Mr. Depew prepares to 
go to the G ran d Central depot on 
East 
Forty-second 
street. 
Rain, 
snow, hail or sunshine, he always 
. walks. 
Down Madison avenue he goes 
with an easy swing and a rapid gait, 
and soon he is at the head of a 
short stairway entering a door over 
which is jirinted ‘‘president.” 
T he 
furniture in the room is plain and 
m assive,and there are railroad maps 
and a few pictures on the walls, in ­ 
cluding one of Peckskill, his dearly 
beloved boyhood home. 
A c he e r­ 
ful 
grate fire blazes 
always, and 
there are soft, roomy leather chairs 
and a 
great 
big business-looking 
desk with little buttons on it like the 
keys of a typewriter. 
By touching one of these keys he 
can sum m on any assistant or e m ­ 
ploye lu the vast 
building. 
The 
desk is near the north end of the 
room. 
A door opens east into a 
smaller room where If. C. 
Duval, 
his 
private 
secretary, 
trans­ 
acts his business, and iioith into a 
room occupied by Mr. D epew ’s col­ 
ored stenographer. 
At the soutn 
side of the loom is a door opening 
into Cornelius V anderbilt’s private 
office. 
As soon as Air. Depew reaches 
his desk he glances over a pho to ­ 
g raph of 
all the happenings over 
the road during the past twenty-four 
hours; he goes over the accidents, 
the delays, it any, and every detail 


of the vast concern receives his pe r­ 
sonal 
consideration. 
Air. 
Duval 
disposes of more than two-thiids of 
the callers, and Air. Depew is never 
aware of their visits. 
T he reporters 
from the several newspapers gain an 
audience, for 
seldom does a day 
pass when Mr. Depew is not called 
upon to deny or affirm or give his 
opinion upon some railroad,college, 
political or financial matter. 
The next thing is the c o rre spo n d ­ 
ence. 
'I he num erous mail is sifted 
so that Mr. 
Depew^ receives only 
about twenty or thirty of the many 
letters addressed to him every day. 
These he answers through his steno- 
grapiier, for the social and private 
mail usually comes to his house. 
His mail is a curious jumble; there 
are requests for passes,, for d o n a ­ 
tions, ior autographs, criticisms and 
com m endations of his speeches, and 
nearly thirty days in every month 
the announcem ent that some young 
Am erican has been given a part or 
his nam e in full. 
After the heads of the d e pa rt­ 
ments have come in, reported and 
received their orders, 
Air. Depew 
has 
his 
lunch, 
which, 
like his 
breakfast, is a very frugal m eal,and 
usually during the whole time he is 
di.ccussing business matters with the 
officers or presidents of other rail­ 
roads 
or with officials connected 
with his own. 
T he afternoon is filled with c o m ­ 
mittee meetings and consultations 
with the second vice-piesident, the 
general 
traffic 
m anager 
and 
the 
third 
vice-president, 
H . 
W alter 
Webb, who comes in with m atters 
affecting the transportation d e pa rt­ 
ment. After them comes a co m m it­ 
tee of employes, and their state­ 
ments are carefully listened to and 
the issue argued out with the rame 
kindly courtesy which a body of 
miliionaires would receive. 
At half 
past five Air. 
Depew' dons his hat 
and 
coat 
and starts on his walk 
home. 
These two walks of fifteen 
blocks each way makes all the ex­ 
ercise Mr. Depew takes. 
Between 6 and 7 o ’clock Ins fam ­ 
ily claim his 
undivided attention; 
then comes dinner, which is a very 
cheerful meal, 
because it’s a red- 
letter event when Mr. 
Depew can 
dine 
at 
home. 
Air. 
Depcw gets 
hoge enjoym ent out of an evening 
in his own house. 
T here are callers 
every half hour or so, but he is so 
used to it that it never worries him. 
H e 
has a splendid libary, is a 
wonderfully fast reader, and has a 
peculiarly retentive memory. 
In a 
night at home he can read up and 
retain enough fresh m aterial with 
which 
to 
build 
a 
dozen 
good 
speeches on a big variety of sub­ 
jects. 
Political 
leaders, 
railroad 
men, newspaper reporters and a few 
friends troop in on Mr. Depew in a 
night, and on the evenings that he 
attends a dinner, a meeting, or the 
theater, there arc always a num ber 
of people waiting in his house to 
see him on his arrival home. 
Even in his sleep he is not safe 
from the always present caller. 
At 
one, two and three o ’clock m the 
morning there is often a loud ring 
at the Depew door bell, and when 
the great .speaker pokes his head 
out of the second-story window he 
finds a reporter waiting to interview 
him on some late piece of telegraph 
news. 
Air. Depew never loses his tem ­ 
per. 
H e can talk in his nightgown 
from the second-story window at 3 
a. m. as w’ell as he can in evening 
clothes behind the 
toast table at 
D elm onico’s. 
No reporter, no m a t­ 
ter at what hour of the day or night, 
who goes to interview Air. Depew 
on any reasonable subject, comes 
away em pty-handed, and that is one 
of the main reasons of his in tern a­ 
tional popularity. 
On the evenings when Air. Depevv 
attends a big dinr.Cr he very often 
thinks up bis speech while he dress­ 
es. 
H e says he can exchange his 
business suit for evening clothes in 
five 
minutes, 
which 
shows what 
long practice can do. 
It also shows 
that he is a rapid thinker, 
as his 
speech often takes three-quarters of 
an hour for delivery. 
It is seldom that Mr. Depew gets 
to bed Defore 12:30 or i o ’clock, 
and while he puts in but a trifle 
more than seven hours at the V a n ­ 
derbilt offices, much of his seven­ 
teen waking hours of the day are 
devoted to earning his pay.
